A review of the accomplish- 
ments of the Montgomery Federa- 
tion of Women's Club for the past 
year and a plea for still greater 
activity next season was made by 
Mrs. Richard J. Hamilton, Ard- 
more president, at the annual 
meeting of the Federation in Roy- 
ersford, Thursday. Women from 
all parts of the county attended 
the meeting. 

Mrs. Hamilton, in her address, 
stressed the desirability of a rec- 
ord attendance at the State Fed- 
eration meeting in Wilkes-Barre 
next October, and among the out- 
standing achievements of the 
Montgomery organization for the 
past year she mentioned the 
Montgomery Couny Club Wom- 
an, of which Mrs. John B. Brooks, 
of Narberth, is editor. 

'"In January, our first bulletin 
was issued and christened, 'The 
Montgomery County Clubwom- 
an,' " said Mrs. Hamilton. "It was 
modest in size, but the present 
number shows that it is develop- 
ing. It was a chairman's number, 
each chairman being allowed 100 
words in which to put forth her 
winter's program to the clubs. I 
was proud to find the great 
amount of real work they con- 
densed into those few words. They 
not only wrote their message, but 
have called their committees to- 
gether for conference and discus- 
sion ; a very necessary procedure 
if the county is to continue to 
grow. 

"Will the presidents plan to 
have a larger representation at 
the State meeting, to be held in 
Wilkes-Barre in October? Not 
only the accredited delegates, but 
every chairman, and as many 
other members as possible. This 
is most important, as it is the time 
when they will receive their in- 
spiration and outline of work for 
the winter 1925-2G. 

"Will you make this a 50 per 
cent, club talent year, permitting 
every one of your members the 
privilege of developing herself 
into a speaker and leader? She 
will find it not only a privilege, 
hut a great pleasure. Too few 
women are being developed for 
the future good of the clubs. 

"Let us follow out the sugges- 
tion made by Mrs. John D. Sher- 
man in her letter. It was indeed 
a great honor to have her give 
us this personal message. I heard 
her say recently, 'our clubs are 
city-top heavy.' We need the 
country woman for what she can 
give us in order to keep the work 
balanced. So let us organize a 
new club in every community of 
the county that cannot be reached 
by the existing clubs. If you do 
not find a club, found a club." 

A feature of the meeting was 
the naming in the Club Woman 
by the presidents of the various 
clubs of the outstanding achieve- 
ments of their respective organi- 
zations. 

Women's Community Club of 
Narberth, Mrs. Harry C. Jacobs, 
President : 

"Does the general interest of 
your club ever wane?

We gave a large 
bazaar in which every member of 
the club took part.

The Girl Scout Troop of Nar- 
berth have hun up a record the past 
year, which will be something for 
other troops to shoot at for some 
time.

Nar- 
berth Troop has 67 girls with Mrs. 
Ruth Haws Nash, as captain and 
Marian H. Cook and Cynthia Metz- 
ger as lieutenants. 

There has been close to 100 per 
cent, attendance at the weekly meet- 
ings of the troop during the past 
year At the Court of Awards, held 
last Saturday in Drexel Institute,

212 of these 
were captured by the Main Line 
District and of these 157 by lroo P 
No. 8 of Narberth.

LETTER TO THE EDITOR 



To the Editor of Our Town : 

A friend of mine visiting the 
writer's home recently after dark- 
asked a question that I was unable 
to answer, viz. — "What is the Speci- 
fic Duty of a Sidewalk ?" 

Not getting the point, I asked for 
a further explanation, to which my 
visitor replied : 

I have had very many pleasant 
trips to your home in the past few 
years, but my trip tonight was full 
of Alpine guide duty. 

My first experience was passing 
the corner of Haverford and Nar- 
berth avenues. The lighting at this 
point was very poor caused by a 
pile of lumber adjacent to the side- 
walk casting a shadow across the 
walk, but, happy to say, I came by 
this chasm with flying colors. 

The next location, Windsor and 
Hampden avenues, gave me the 
thrill of my life, also a very vivid 
description of going through a place 
in Willow Grove I think they call 
the crazy house. Why any law- 
abiding citizen of any bor- 
ough or municipality tolerates such 
abuse to the public welfare is more 
than I can fathom. 

I have made inquiries and find 
that on a rainy day the conditions 
at this point are horrible. The gut- 
ters are entirely blocked up with 
building material; in fact, this ma 
terial extends to very near the other 
side of the street. 

If the sidewalk and street are to 
be entirely under the jurisdiction of 
the builder, why not rope off the 
avenues he cares to occupy and 
make citizens of the borough walk a 
couple of blocks out of their road 
to get home? 

My friend is evidently not ac- 
quainted with the lax methods used 
in our borough. I was notified a 
few years back to repair a small 
crack in my curbing or the borough 
would complete the job and bill the 
costs to me.

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DAHLIAS 

Late May is the time for planting 
dahlias, either green plants or tu- 
bers. The tubers are probably the 
safest for the amateur, but the best 
flowers are had from the green plant 
and a good clump of tubers can be 
dug up in the fall from a green 
plant — provided, however, that the 
grower knew his business and prop- 
erly rooted the cutting. 

One important point in growing 
dahlias is to plant them in soil that 
is not too rich. Rich soil will force 
the plant to a mass of foliage at the 
expense of bloom later. Ordinary 
garden soil — the lighter and looser 
the better — suits their requirements 
in the early stages. If you want to 
provide food for a few months later 
take your bone-meal and sift it 
through a piece of fly-screen and use 
the coarse bone in the soil about the 
tuber. The fine bone can be used 
for annuals or vegetables or can be 
saved to use on the dahlia plants 
when they are in bud. 

To plant either tubers or green 
plants, dig a hole a foot or more 
deep to loosen up the soil; mix the 
coarse bone in if you choose; fill the 
soil back and then scoop a hole about 
four inches deep; set the tuber on 
its side — in a horizontal position — 
with the eye pointing up; then de- 
press the lower end of the tuber and 
pack the soil firmly about this end; 
leave the eye end loose ; cover the 
tuber till the soil is about an inch 
below the surrounding level, and 
water — just enough water to moist- 
en the soil. If a green plant is used, 
just set it to the depth it was planted 
in the pot. moisten slightly and 
shade the plant for a few clays until 
the roots have caught and the plant 
seems to be growing. 

Further notes on the care of the 
dahlia will appear in later issues. 

Spray the roses for aphis, using 
nicotine preparations. It is possibly 
not too late to disbud the peonies ; 
leave the centre bud and remove the 
side buds. Peonies can stand lots 
of water from now until they have 
finished blooming. 

Some fine bone will be appreciated 
by the delphiniums, as will plenty of 
water about their roots — not on the 
foliage. Watch for signs of black 
rot on the delphiniums just when 
they are about to bud. This is a 
root-fungus disease and can be 
cured by cutting off the blackened 
stems and applying a sulphur fungi- 
cide to the roots of the plants.

Man in Surf at Ocean City. 

The silver cross for life saving, 
the most prized Girl Scout award, 
was presented to Betty White, 15, 
of Ardmore, at the Girl Scout 
Court of Awards held Saturday at 
Drexel Institute.

BOOK REVIEWS 

From this month's Library list 
have been selected for review the 
following worthwhile books : 

"The Story of Wilbur the 
Hat," is an allegorical satire by 
Henrick Willem van Loon, au- 
thor of "The Story of Mankind." 
The book is made up something 
like a child's story book, but it is 
a book for grown-ups, the text 
on one page and on the opposite 
page an illustration in colors. The 
drawings, too, are by Mr. van 
Loon. "Wilbur the Hat" came 
from Boston, and had a large 
opinion of himself. 

Zeus, hearing Wilbur bragging, 
had him blown into another 
world— "the world that never 
was." Here he met Cedric, the 
Cricket, who tries to explain to 
^Wilbur the sights of that world, 
but without much success. While 
the reader will find muct to 
chuckle over, he will also find 
much to think about. It is safe 
to venture the opinion that any- 
one who reads it will recommend it 
to his friends. 

"A Home of Your Own," is a 
first-class textbook on matrimony 
and home making. Mrs. Delia 
Thompson Lutes, the author, 
starts with her own childhood 
when she and her playmates 
played the game called "a home 
of yer own," and tells hoy they 
swept and cooked and made be- 
lieve that they were grown-up. 
And when she learned from real 
life bow best to manage a real 
home she decided to pass her 
knowledge to others and the re- 
sult is a fascinating book, full not 
only of practical advice on bud- 
gets, food and furnishings, but of 
lovelv illustrations of furnished 
rooms that will be of interest to 
the girl filling her hope chest, to 
the "girl just beginning to make 
use of her bridal gifts and to the 
seasoned housekeeper who is al- 
ways looking for new ideas to 
help her in her housekeeping and 
home making. 

"These United States" is a book 
for Americans. It is a collection 
of articles written by different au- 
thor on the different States of 
the Union. It is a present day 
history with some "looking back- 
ward" and some "looking for- 
ward." The whole comprises two 
volumes of entertaining and iiij 
structive reading. Sinclair Lewis, 
Willa Cather, Ernest Gruening, 
Theodore Dreiser, Ralph D. Paine 
and others equally well-known 
have contributed to the making of 
this unique history of each State 
of the United States. 

"Ten Years After," by Philip 
Gibbs, is a Jear and thoughtful 
discussion of conditions in Europe 
and America ten 'years after the 
■ world war began. Mr. Gibbs has 
divided the book into four parts. 
The first part tell of the conditions 
of the countries before war was de- 
clared and during the war. The sec- 
ondpart is about the Peace Treaty, 
and its great uncertainty. The 
third is of the perils through 
which alb the countries are now 
passing, and the fourth is called 
"The Hope Ahead," in which 
ways and means for a permanent 
peace tmong nations are carefully 
thought out. It is a valuable 
book to read, first as a "reminder," 
as the author has called the sub 
title, and second, to help one form 
a better understanding of the 
needs of rational thinking if an- 
other war is to be averted. 

"The House Without a Key," 
is a story of murder and many 
mysteries. It is by Earl Derr 
Biggers, author of "The Seven 
Keys to Baldpate," which made 
such a hit several years ago. Here 
the hunt centers afound a cigar- 
ette butt, a brooch, a man who has 
lost his false teeth, a watch with 
the numeral "2" almost obliter- 
ated. Pretty nearly everyone is 
suspected at some time or other, 
and one is kept guessing to the 
very end.
